For 3012 Year Old Group 


All persons under thirty are 
eligible to receive polio vac- 
cine from state supplies until 
the vaccine on hand, which is 
nearing its expiration date, Is 
exhausted, said) Marion Bill- 
lings, school health nurse. 

Thereafter state vaccine 
can be given only to those un- 
der twenty. Those between 
nineteen and thirty may now 
go to the family physician, 
who will obtain vaccine from 
the local Board of Health. 
The only charge which the 
physician will make will be 
for the administration of the 
vaccine. This makes vaccine 
available to young parents, a 
group which is usually harder 
hit than other adults. Those 
who wish to avail themselves 
of this opportunity must act 
at once. 

It Is expected that the vac- 
cine will be used up rapidly. 
Some of the vaccine goes out 
of date December 25, and the 
remainder by January 19.

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Better to Marry Than To Burn 


We seem to have as many methods of fireproofing 
Christmgs trees as there are people buying Christmas trees. 
From the amount of advice mailled to us (free, too) we not 
only have a choice—we have a real problem. 

Our first source recommends that we dissolve one pound 
of sodium chloride in one and a half pints of water. This left 
us somewhat red faced, since discreet inquiries at the drug 
store resulted in an alarmed druggist telling us this is com- 
mon table salt. 

The instructions then state clearly: “This will do for 
a tree which weighs approximately four pounds. If the tree 
weighs eight pounds use two pounds of the chemical and 
three’ pints of water.” This, too, presents a problem since 
public scales are somewhat public and the world might think 
us off our editorial rocker if we and a tree were to crowd onto 
one of them together. ‘ 

Not being the fortunate possessor of bathroom scales, 
this problem looms rather large. 

The instructions continue breezily: “Put the solution in 
a container, make a fresh cut in the base of the tree, making 
it at an angle, and let the tree soak up as much of the chem- 
ical solution as possible.” 

Maybe other readers are handier with a saw than we 
are, but by the time we could get an angle cut in the base of 
a tree (we are still wondering whether to cut clear through 


the tree base or not and whether or not we should have wait-| P 


ed until after cutting off a pound or half-pound of tree to 
weigh it) it would be long past Christmas time. 

Two other methods of preventing Christmas tree fires 
agree that the tree:shoyld be fresh when bought. We feel 
comforted at this point, but upon reading further find that 
one is a firm advocate of “occasionally throwing water” over 
the tree and the other suggests “a fresh cut should be made 
about one inch above the original and then be placed in a 
water container which is kept filled all the while the tree is 
indoors.” We discard immediately the thought that the con- 
tainer is made of water, and bring ourselves back to the stern 
necessity of propping the tree upright (or just slightly 
tipped) in a container of water. 

Possibly the best solution to our problem of fireproofing 
a Christmas tree is closer at hand than we think. Seems as 
though we’ve heard rumors, “Boy Scouts .. . next to Town 
Hall . . . fireproof Christmas trees all ready to go.” Don’t all 
rush at once. {

Assessors Maps 
Voted By Town 


The expenditure of $1,000 of 
available funds for the prepara- 
tion of special maps for use by 
the planning board and assessors 
was authorized by some fifty vot- 
ers at a special town meeting on 
Monday, Dec. 10. 

Future zoning plans of the 
town are dependent upon accu- 
rate maps of the area, explained 
Gordon Moody of the planning 
board. And future revaluation of 
assessments, he added, will de- 
pend primarily upon assessors’ 
maps. 

Edward M. Powell pointed to 
the danger of commercial en- 
croachment on the main residen- 
tial area if zoning preparations 
were put off for too long a time. 

Chr. Winthrop E. Spencer of 
the assessors declared, that large- 
scale assessors’ maps will help 
account for six per cent of the 
town's total area which is not ac- 
counted for by deeds, rivers or 
roadways at the present time.

Theough a Hitchen Win 


Our neighbor across the road 
has a handsome lofty tulip tree 
in her yard south of the house. It 
was’ planted there by her mother 
years ago when it was a very 
small tree. Because of the tree 
itself and its association it is espe- 
cially full of meaning for her and 
her family. 

At any time of the year this 
tulip tree has charm. In the fall it 
becomes the dominant part of a 
colorful grouping and a joy to see. 
The glossy sunshiny-green leaves 
turn a rich vibrant gold, and in 
company with a flowering dog- 
wood of “winey mahogany,” a 
lilac bush and a green arbor of 
Hall's honeysuckle, it transforms 
the side yard with color. 

Of pyramidal habit, in winter 
the silhouette is interesting. Rem- 
nants of the persistent “seed 
cones” remain erect in candelabra 
fashion on the bare twigs after all 
the seeds have fallen. This makes 
for a look of individuality, and 
gives the tree a sort of personal- 
ity too. : 

A tulip tree likes to stretch to 
the sun and seems to do best 
with plenty of elbow room. It will 
grow on a variety of soils but pre- 
fers fairly dry well drained 
ground. When young it grows rap- 
idly, later slower. In the wild it 
associates with black cherry, hick- 
ory, white pine, butternut, white 
oak and magnolia, which belongs 
to the same family as the tulip 


whose plans are greatly. altered 
by a coy little number in the per- 
son of “Lillums.” Lillums suc- 
ceeds in breaking up this little 
group, at least temporarily, but 
succeeding events reunite the boys 
as the play comes to a delightful 
close. 

We feel that you all will enjoy 
an evening of fun and wholesome 
entertainment if you attend the 
Senior Class Play this Saturday 
night at Town Hall at 8 p.m.

Quantities of seed are produced 
on a single tree—as many as 12,- 
000-14,000 to the pound.

White tailed deer, 
red squirrel, bobwhite and cotton- 
tail rabbit have been known to 
eat the seeds. We wonder if Even- 
ing grosbeaks do too. 

The wood is soft and fine 
grained much used in carpentry 
for furniture, boat-building and 
the manufacture of small articies. 
It is vatuable in cabinet making 
and used for interior trim. It 
does not split easily but-is readily 
worked and bent to any required 
shape. North Carolina produces 
vast quantities of whitewood lum- 
ber. 

A single log can be hollowed out 
to extreme thinness for the wood 
is easy to work and one of the 
lightest in the -forest.

names of whitewood, tulip poplar 
and yellow poplar. 

One interesting feature of this 
tree is that it has a variable form |; 
not always following- the same 
pattern. Sometimes the trunk is 
straight and tall, sometimes it will 
be forked at mid-height, and occa- 
sionally it has two or three trunks. 
The bark is ash gray and uni- 
formly furrowed. Some say the 
large buds look like duck bills. 

If you have a copy of “A List of 
Plants Growing Without Cultiva- 
tion in Franklin, Hampshire and 
Hampden Counties” by Prof. 
George E. Stone, you will find on 
page 30 the tulip tree was grow- 
ing in Deerfield, Gill, Bernardston, 
Southampton, Agawam, Hunting- 
ton,’ etc. Botany books say the 
range is Massachusetts and S. 
Vermont, to N. Y., S.Ont., Wisc. 
and southward. 

No other tree has leaves like 
the tulip and you can always dis- 
tinguish it at first glance by the 
leaves. Seen at close range they 
are uniquely shaped about as 
broad as long, squarish with two 
basal and two terminal lobes. The 
apex appears to be cut off abrupt- 
ly by a broad and shallow notch. 
On long slender stems the leaves 
are somewhat pendulous. They 
turn and rustle in the slightest 
breeze creating an air of liveli- 
ness. 

Audubon, remarkable portrayer 
of nature, in one of his bird 
plates, pictures Baltimore orioles 
and nest among the leaves, flow- 
ers and buds of the tulip’tree. It 
is an interesting picture, artistic 
and informative. 

Flowers of this tree, singularly 
beautiful, are greenish yellow 
marked with orange and tulip- 
like in shape, 2-3 inches long.
